In view of the amendment filed on October 25, 2004, some claims are unpatentable as 
following: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 1 and its dependents are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over DeLuca et al (US 4666744). 

DeLuca discloses a process of depositing a metal layer onto a surface of a 
ceramic substrate. The ceramic substrate is used in a multilayer ceramic package 
having a plurality of ceramic layers and a plurality of metal layers (col 2 L 1 1-34). 

The process comprises first treating or adhesion promoting the surface of the 
ceramic with a molten (ie. a liquid or a solution) alkali metal composition then contacting 
the adhesion promoted surface with an adsorption of catalyst, activating the treated 
surface for electroless plating. Finally, electroless plating of metal (ie. metallization) 
onto the activated surface (col 6 L 48-56 & col 10 L 13-24). 

A palladium-tin activator solution (ie. a seed layer) may be used as the activator 
solution on the ceramic substrate prior to metal plating (col 14 L 22-24). 

The metal plating step may be plated onto the entire treated surface or selected 
parts of the surface depending on whether the ceramic surface was entirely treated or 
selectively treated, respectively (col 6 L 1-9). 
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The prior art teaches the present invention but is silent about the thickness of the 
insulating layers. 

Since applicant has not stated choosing such insulating layers 1 thickness (ie. 
0.05-50 |jm) if for any specific usage or advantages, the examiner takes the position 
that choosing a thickness different than the claims thickness for the insulating layers are 
just a matter of design choice. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 24-26 and 27-31 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: there is no teaching in the prior art of record directed to having the two 
insulating layers are being chemically different.
